SAILORS IN DANGER. 


lypholil Fever Cojiirai it-d at tlip 


Inland 3»*aY)- Yard. 


Owing to tho apjxarauce of a num- 


ber of < ast-s of typhoid fever on the 
liaval vessels fitted out at the League 
Island (PenasyIvaniaj navy yard, tl-e 
navy department is con-ndi-ring the pro- 
priety of discontinuing the coniuii&iio-i- 
iag of its ves.-eNat that navy yard i.ut:! 
the Philadelphia auihorirus liav<: takcii 
IK-fa to remedy thv ex;sti:ijj bad Sanj- 
fary conditions. It h.is been .su^-c.-tec1 
to tlu- department that much of the ill 
ness uiifiht bo cau>ed by t!ie dnmpiuf. 
nr-ou the flats of the material dredgf-< 
oat of the harbor of Philadelphia, au< 
that tin-rciure the difficulty is only tern 
porary. 


However that may be. the SKUJI-P 


has lxt>n .so forcibly pn.=c-nred to Acrin.t, 
Secretary MeAdoo that ho ftH-ls oldige! 
t<i rake some action in consideration o 
the iiealth of the sailors. 


The first official charge against tin 


salubrity of League island came fron 
Surgeon C. /.. i«eigfri«l, s-ttached H 
the big bank-ship ilawachusetts, wh 
reported from Tomkiiisvilio about a 
w-.-fc ago that ho had just transform 
to tho hospital the fifth case of iyphoii 
fever sinei- the hhip went into commi« 
siou at League inland, Juae 10. He 
said they \\ere foUowiuc iu the foot- 
-ti,ps of the ludiauit, al,--o commis-sionec 
there, whk-li had 10 cases of fever there 
in a few month,-. The surgeon referrec 
to the sanitary evils aud nuisances at 
League island, particularly in its ap 
proachns, and said it was impossible to 
wholly avoid the danger to the water 
supply. After lying in the tnrbid and 
wwago polluted waters of the Delaware 
the Massachusetts should have a period 
of uonoccopancy, for thorough cleaning. 
The five cases of typhoid on her were 
easily traced to League island. There- 
ore he rc-comiuc tided that the fitting 
out of new Bhjp« at League island be 
discontinued. In conclusion he said the 


j Ma.<snchuset*s was at present in a good 
' state und without any apparent sanitary 
evils. 


This report was referred to Surgeon 


General Tyroa, who fully indorsed all 
that Burgeon Seigfried said, and even 
went further in condemnation of the 
existing conditions at League island. 
In his indorsement he said there were 
four cases of typhoid fever ou tho Ban- 
croft on this summer's crnise, and Pass- 
ed Assistant Surgeon AlcCormick, after 
careful investigation, reported: "It is 
more than probable that the origin of 
the fever iu the four cases was traceable 
to the drinking water of Philadelphia, 
the water supply of which city is from 
the Schuylkill river, which represents 
tlie drainage from a densely populated 
valley. '" 


Iho surgeon general concludes, "Un- 


less there is a decided improvement iu 
the sanitation of this locality naval 
vc'sols should bo commissioned tise-

DICKENS' DUMMY BOOKS. 


The Most Bcllciona Satire Was Inscribed 


On Tbeii- Covers. 


Gad's Hill was a merry honss, writes 


Stephen Piske in fonJJy recalling inci- 
dents of his visits to Charles Dickens in 
an article telling of the personal side of 
the novelist in Ladies' Home Journal. 
Dickens was a wellsprhig of mirth, and 
his humor infected the whole party. 
Often whan I came down from London 
he would walk out and lean against the 
doorpost while I was at the gate, and 
we would shout with laughter over the 
fun that we had had and were going to 
have. When everything else failed, the 
library was an unending amusement. 
Tho room -was lined with books from 
floor to ceiling, even the backs of doors 
being bookcases, but the books on the 
doors and along the floor were bogus. 
Dummy backs had been lettered with 
titles and pasted on the glass, and the 
titles had been selected by sach wits as 
Dickens, irat«s, the Collins brothers, 
Albert Smith aud Mark Lemon of 
Punch. 


We used to sit on tho floor to study 


this mock library and roil over with de- 
light at some clever satire. I remember 
r'The Virtues of Our Ancestors," a vol- 
ume so thin that the title had to be 
printed lengthwise; "Five Minutes In 
India, by a British Tourist," in two vol- 
umes as large as an unabridged diction- 
ary; "Lives of the Poets," a mere pam- 
phlet; "Eggs on Bacon," to match 
"Coke on Littleton;" "Statues Erected 
to the Duko of AVellington," 15 portly 
volumes, and there were dozens of other 
quips ami cranks A catalogue of these 
bogus books shcnld have been preserved, 
bnt nobody thought of writing it ont; 
nobody realized that Dickens would 
ever die.
